County Convention. 





EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives of 
the towns of the county. ‘They shall meet on the second Wednes- 
day of each biennial session of the General Court or other day in 
the same week, shall choose a chairman and clerk, and may ad- 
journ as they see cause. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurer shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session of 
the legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two years; but 
the tax for each year shall be voted separately and collected in the 
year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailers, the Physicians, the Clerk of the Court, 
the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commissioners, and the 
Superintendent of the County Farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, and 
the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in the month 
of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a sum- 
marized account of all their transactions which concern the county, 
for the current year ending aforesaid, and the report of the Super- 
‘intendent of the County Farm shall contain, in addition, a list of 
the paupers actually supported at the Farm, a statement of the 
number of weeks each was so supported; and the average cost per 
week for each pauper, with an explanation of the basis upon 
which such calculation was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish at- 
tested copies of the proceedings of ‘the County Conventions, with 
the printed reports of the county officers for the year in which 
such proceedings occurred.

Commissioners’ Report. 





In accordance with the requirements of the Public Statutes of 
the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith submit the report of their business transactions 
for the year ending December 31, 1905, together with the reports 
of the several other County officials. 

The County Farm is still under the same able management as 
heretofore, and some permanent improvements have been made in 
the past year. 

We have built a new ice house which will hold about 400 tons 
of ice, in one end of which we have built a refrigerator. We 
deemed this necessary, as both of the old ones were beyond re- 
pair. We have placed a new set of wagon scales in the yard, and 
find them almost indispensable. 

A new hen house 32 x 125 feet has been erected on the slope 
in the rear of the barn, thereby dispensing with the several small 
houses which were situated near and contamiuated the ice pond. 

We have substituted modern plumbing in several parts of the 
institution, and find the results very beneficent to the health and 
comfort of the inmates. 

The rate of insurance has been reduced from 2 1-2 to 2 per 
cent. per year, on account of the new water system, and the 
amount saved on this reduction will easily pay the interest on the 
amount invested in the system. 

Repairs have been made in the several buildings as they became 
necessary. ; ; 

We have started a herd of Holstein cattle, and at present we 
have eleven head of registered stock, which will increase in due 
time. ; 

Other minor repairs have been made at the several other build- 
ings, but we find that it will soon be necessary to do painting in 
nearly all of the buildings. 
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We have received from the License Commissioners the sum of 
$19,230.88 and have paid the bonds which came due July rst, 
amounting to $12,500.00, and the balance is in the hands of the 
Treasurer. 

The financial standing of the County will be found in the 
Treasurer’s report, and we are pleased at the reduction in the 
County debt. 

We wish to express our gratitude to Mrs. Ella L. Follansby for 
her assistance in caring for the welfare of the children, and also to 
the citizens and officials in their assistance to us in performing our 
duties.

I have the pleasure to present the following report on the sani- 
tary condition of the institution at Brentwood, the health of the in- 
mates and of my work there for the year ending December 31, 
1905. 

The general health has been good, especially among the insane, 
thanks to the efforts of first attendant, Mrs. Todd. 

While no serious epidemic has prevailed, yet let it be remem- 
bered all the inmates are mentally, morally or physically infirm and 
a considerable proportion are always on the invalid list. 

A larger number of surgical cases than usual have come in, 
many were minor, some major cases. ‘Two required and had ab- 
dominal operations, both recovered. 

The utility and sanitation of all the buildings has been well 
maintained and improvements made. 

After extensive observation and deep study our Superintendent 
has constructed a model ice house and refrigerator which will well 
repay the time required to inspect it. The ice comes direct from 
the pond into the house, which contains a carving room and the 
refrigerator with a capacity of several sides of beef and an ice box, 
or loft, holding ten tons of ice. ‘The plan for air circulation is novel, 
but we believe correct. 


Because of another year of perfect co-operation, with untiring 
zeal, replete with personal consideration and kindness, we are under 
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still greater obligation to the efficient Matron and Superintendent, 
Mrs. and N. H. Bean and their entire staff of assistants. 

I can thankfully add that no request for attention, aid or sup- 
plies has ever been refused or neglected by them or your board.

I submit the following report of the business of my office for the 
year ending December 31, 1905. 


The Grand Juries for the year have returned seventy indict- 
ments, embracing ten classes of offenses as follows :

Of the foregoing, practically all have been disposed of in the 
Superior Court, and in addition there have been the usual number 
of criminal appeals, from Justices of the Peace and Police Courts, 
most of which have likewise been disposed of. There have been 
during the year no civil suits in which the County has been a party. 

I recommend that some system be devised, whereby the grand 
jury witnesses shall be paid their witness fees at the couclusion of 
their attendance upon the grand jury. The present system is ob- 
solete, cumbersome and unsatisfactory alike to the witnesses, the 
Clerk of Court, the Treasurer, and the Solicitor. Either the 
County Treasurer or some deputy should be present at the grand 
jury for the purpose of paying witnesses and taking receipts for 
money paid. 
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Some individuals in the past year have assumed to inform the 
general public that the grand jury system is a failure and should be 
abolished. Our experience with grand juries, and our knowledge 
of the system, gained from its workings elsewhere, move us to say 
that the grand jury now fills a necessary place in the criminal sys- 
tem. If it is abolished there is nothing to take its place and do 
its work, except the suggestion that the County Solicitor be allowed 
to say who shall come under indictment and who shall not. 

With us grand juries do their work on the whole, efficiently and 
painstakingly, and with a proper conception of the rights of the 
State, and of the rights of the individual, and if they err at all, 
they err on the side of mercy. 

To take the tremendous power of grand juries away from them, 
and place it in the hands of one man, whether he be called a 
County Solicitor, or by any other title, is to make a centralization 
of power which would be dangerous, alike to the liberties and rights 
of the people. 

One reason alleged for the abolishment of the grand jury is the 
item of expense for the attendance of witnesses upon it. It does 
cost something, but I am quite confident that there are a dozen 
matters connected with County expenditures which cost the County 
more and give the County less in return; items which could well 
be cut off without injuring the efficiency of the County adminis- 
tration, or interfering with the liberty of the people. 

I suggest that the system of plumbing now in the court house 
in Portsmouth be inspected by jsome expert, with the view to 
determining whether it ever was, and now is, sanitary.

To reimburse the town or county for aid furnished paupers. 


Be tt enacted by the senate and house of representatives in gen- 
eral court convened: 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any assistance to 
any person within six years preceding his death shall be entitled to 
recover from the estate of such person the sum or sums paid out 
for such assistance, the said claim to be a preferred claim against 
his said estate after the payment of funeral charges, expense of last 
sickness and expenses of administration, provided he leaves no 
widow or minor children living at his decease. ; 

SecT. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved, March 4, 1903.

In amendment of sections 4, 5, and 9 of chapter 85 of the Public 
Statutes, entitled, Support of County Paupers. p 


Be tt enacted by the senate and house of representatives in gen- 
eral court convened: 


SECTION 1. Section 4 of chapter 85 of the Public Statutes is 
hereby amended by striking out all said section after the word 
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“presented” in the first line and inserting in the place thereof the 
words “‘ within thirty days after the expenditures were made, if the 
county commissioners shall require it,’ so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows : 

“Secr. 4. The account and vouchers shall be thus presented 
within thirty days after the expenditures were made, if the county 
commissioners shall require it.” 

SECT. 2. Section 5 of said chapter is hereby amended by 
striking out the word “ thirty”? in the second line of said section 
and inserting in the place thereof the word “ten,” so that said 
section as amended shall read as follows : 

“Secr. 5. ‘The overseers of the poor shall take and transmit to 
the county commissioners, within ten days after the expenditures 
were made, the affidavit of every pauper on whose account they 
were made, if the pauper is capable, otherwise of some well in- 
formed person, as to the pauper’s age, place of birth, places of 
residence, time of residence in each place, and the time when and 
place where he or any of his family have been relieved or support- 
edit 

SECT. 3. Section 9 of said chapter is hereby amended by in- 
serting after the words “one year”’ in the third line the words 
“within the last five years,’’ and said section is hereby further 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘as soon as practicable” in 
the seventh and eighth lines of said section and inserting in place 
thereof the words “within thirty days,” so that said section as 
amended shall read as follows : 

«¢Secr. g. ‘The county which shall have relieved any county 
pauper within one year, or in which he shall have last resided not 
less than one year within the last five years, shall be liable to the 
county in which he may afterward be relieved, if he has not resid- 
ed in the latter county above three months at the time of his first 
relief, for all sums of money paid for his relief, support or funeral, 
provided a copy of the affidavit before mentioned shall be forward- 
ed within thirty days to the county commissioners of the county to 
be charged.”

Be it enacted by the senate and house of representatives in gen- 
eral court convened: 


SECTION 1. Section t of chapter 31 of the Laws of 1897 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “last preceding the” 
in the fourth line of said section and inserting in the place thereof 
the words “ preceding the last,” and said section is hereby further 
amended by adding at the end of said section the words ‘“ provid- 
ed that no person having a settlement in any town in this state 
upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose that settlement 
on account of being exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he 
still resides in said town,” so that said section as amended shall 
read as follows : sot 

«Section 1. No town shall be liable for the support of any 
person unless he, or the person under whom he derives his settle- 
ment shall have wholly gained a settlement therein during the ten 
years preceding the last date of application for support; provided 
that no person having a settlement in any town in this state upon 
arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose that settlement on 
account of being exempt by law from paying a poll tax, if he still 
resides in said town.”

amended shall read as follows: ‘ii. Legitimate children shalli 
have the settlement of their father, if any he has, within this state ;. 
otherwise the settlement of their mother if any she has.” 

Division ix of said section is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word ‘‘term”’ in the fourth line of said division the words 
‘and any unmarried woman of the age of twenty-one years who 
shall have resided in any town in this state seven years in succes- 
sion, and shall have paid all taxes legally assessed on her estate 
during that term,’”’ so that said division as amended shall read as 
follows : 

‘Six, Any person of the age of twenty-one years who shall have 
resided in any town in this state, and, being taxed for his poll for 
seven years in succession, shall have paid all taxes legally assessed 
on his poll and estate during that term, and any unmarried woman 
of the age of twenty-one years who shall have resided in any town 
in this state seven years in succession, and shall have paid all taxes 
legally assessed on her estate during that term, shall thereby gain a 
settlement in such town.” 

SEcT. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect upon its passage.
